1856. NGC graded Proof 66. Snow-9. Tiny die lines show at top of the I of UNITED and eagle’s wing. The 1856 Flying Eagle cent has been eagerly sought by 
collectors since the first coins dropped from the dies. Preparing for public reaction to the abandonment of the familiar large cent, the Mint prepared the way by 
a select distribution of the new small-diameter coins. Examples were presented to President Franklin Pierce, each U.S. senator and representative, influential news- 
papermen and officials of the Treasury Department. Some of these requested and received extra specimens, but all were business-strike or Uncirculated examples. 


Numismatists and the general public scrambled to obtain the new coin, which became an overnight rarity. Pioneer coin dealer Edward D. Cogan sold a piece for 
the unheard-of sum of $2 as early as 1859, a sum equal to a day's wages for many Americans. In that year, Mint Director James Ross Snowden oversaw the pro- 
duction of Proofs in part to trade for Washington medals and tokens for the Mint Cabinet. However that may be, the 1856 Flying Eagle cent exerts the same fas- 
cination on collectors in the 21st century as it did in the mid-19th. 


A razor sharp strike is seen in the crisply defined feathers on the eagle's wings, tail and body. The fine-pointed leaves in the reverse wreath extend above the base 
of ‘C,’ and just below the base of “T’ in CENT. A mixture of sunset-gold and dusky-tan color covers both sides, glowing with the reflective vitality of the under- 
lying reflective fields. The border denticles show that remarkable precision that is to be found only on the elusive Proof examples of this classic rarity of Ameri- 
can small cent coinage. Finding a finer example might well be impossible; even locating a duplicate for condition and visual appear would be an extremely chal- 
lenging task.

OUTSTANDING HIGH GRADE 1794 SILVER DOLLAR 





1794 PCGS Genuine. B-1, BB-1, R.4. Simply listed as Genuine by PCGS, this coin exhibits AU Details, Planchet Flaws, and Altered Surfaces. 


Owning a 1794 dollar has always been a hallmark of a great cabinet. In this memorable sale, we are fortunate enough to offer a high grade example of this leg- 
endary issue, the very first dollar or “unit” of the United States Mint. There are few coins in the entire realm of American coins more desirable than a ‘94 silver 
dollar, a coin that represents far more than a numismatic rarity, but rather something historically special, the first issue of a coin that literally changed the world 
economy. 


Any 1794 dollar is desirable and eagerly pursued, however, many pieces have been holed and plugged, or badly victimized in some other way. We enjoy handling 
those pieces, but there are few delights more unusual than offering a high grade 1794 dollar; a coin that would be attractive even if it were a common date. Thus, 
one arrives at the present remarkable coin. 


This particular piece is exceedingly sharp, more detailed than most 1794 dollars we have seen over the years. All four digits of the date are precise. LIBERTY and 
the right stars are crisp, while the axial misalignment of the dies caused the near-constant weakness of the stars on the left side. A feature that is worth noting is 
the small depression on the lower neck to shoulder of the eagle, just above the junction with his right wing. This depression is seen on several other 1794 dollars 
and was probably caused by a small lump of grease on the die or some similar obstruction which was later removed. A review of a dozen or so 1794 dollars will 
find a few others that display this minor flaw. Other, more noticeable mint-made planchet voids are seen at the bridge of Liberty’s nose that appears through the 
coin (not a hole, just an imperfection) under the eagle’s right wing. Another void is at 4 o'clock on the obverse rim. Close examination with a loupe reveals some 
vertical and diagonal scratches in the right obverse field that have been smoothed. Also, a couple of marks were smoothed above the digits of the date. 


The surfaces are a medium silver-gray with some areas of brightness and some dusky deep blue color that is somewhat questionable as to its origin. Still, the over- 
all eye appeal is exceptional and much better than that found on a large percentage of 1794 dollars, and the mint-caused defects are minimal. 


When held in hand, this dollar is impressive - for its detail, for its high grade, for its history, and for its rarity. Of the 1,758 struck less than 10% are thought to 
survive, perhaps as few as 120. The certified population figures are bloated with resubmissions, and perhaps only half of the survivors are problem-free enough 
to make it into a normal PCGS or NGC holder at some grade. In essence, very few are lucky enough to own a 1794 dollar and very, very few are fortunate enough 
to have a chance to buy a high grade, minimally worn specimen. This rare silver dollar will undoubtedly see active bidding and perhaps become the centerpiece 


of a specialized cabinet detailing the history and romance of America’s most popular denomination.

1795. NGC graded MS-61. B-14, BB-51, R.2. Both the obverse and reverse die of this coin were the first of their design, and each was “experimental” in the 
sense that later versions were different, based upon the experience gained from this early pairing. On the obverse, the bust of Liberty faces right. Her hair is tied 
up in a ribbon at back. The bust was not properly centered in the die, being placed slightly to the left. In contrast, the second Draped Bust obverse die of this 
year (BB-52) is well centered. This suggests that the BB-51 die, being the first use of the Draped Bust obverse in American coinage, was “tested”, found to be too 
far left, and corrected on later dies. 


The reverse die, probably the first made with the so-called Small Eagle motif, has its own distinctive qualities. The eagle is differently styled than on the reverse 
of the 1795 Flowing Hair dollars, and in the present incarnation is more substantial in build and is standing on clouds (on the earlier style the eagle was on a 
rock). The wreath is composed of an olive branch to the left and a palm branch to the right, quite unlike the style used earlier. The letters are much smaller than 
generally seen elsewhere; thus the Small Eagle, Small Letters reverse, as it is known. Completely apart from its being the first example of the new design, the 
reverse die used on BB-51 is one of the most remarkable in all of American numismatics, and was eventually mated with obverse dies bearing four different dates 
(known today as varieties 1795 BB-51 as here offered, plus 1796 BB-62, BB-63, and BB-66—now relapped—1797 BB-72; and 1798 BB-81). The features are 
cut in shallow relief, and the rim is low. Thus, all impressions from the die appear somewhat flat, a situation particularly evident on coins in VF or lower grades. 
The shallow relief does not materially affect the appearance of higher grade coins such as the present Uncirculated coin, which has exquisite detail, including a 
full complement of eagle feathers. As with the obverse, the reverse die "tested" the design, the Small Eagle motif, and was corrected in later versions by having 
larger letters with better spacing, with higher relief, and with a higher rim. All in all, the 1795 BB-51 is a most fascinating, historical, and numismatically impor- 
tant variety. 


This boldly struck coin is distinguished by soft silver-gray toning with hints of rose and gold, all highlighted by distinctive underlying luster. All details are quite 
bold and well defined, save for some minor weakness on several of the eagle's breast feathers, a normal occurrence on this type. Close examination fails to reveal 
any noteworthy abrasions or surface defects. Here is an unusually pleasing Brilliant Uncirculated example that can be an important component of a carefully 
assembled type, date, or date-variety collection.

As an example, in 1936 Buffalo nickels were made earli- 
er in the year with a satin Proof finish, then later with a mirror finish, also 
with the portrait polished in the die, even more than on the 1902 dollar. 


The differences in Proofs are interesting to contemplate from year to year. 
Some of them are delineated in Walter Breen’s 1977 Encyclopedia on Proof 
Coinage, but others are not. We presume that our catalogs, viewed cumula- 
tively, would contain quite a bit of information.

The first realis- 
tic revision was detuning the design to the so-called “High Relief” which still 
required three blows of the press to strike up the devices fully. Saint-Gaudens 
wished to create something comparable to the coinage of the ancient Greeks, 
with bold yet artistic devices. President Teddy Roosevelt gave Saint-Gaudens 
the support to cut through most of the bureaucratic red tape, which lasted just 
long enough to coin about 12,000 pieces of this High Relief design. 


The surfaces are very nice on this coin. The strike is full and complete, with 
Liberty's facial features clear along with each fold in her dress. The eagle is a 
testament to the skill of Saint-Gaudens, with the high ridge of the wing ris- 
ing dramatically above the surface of the field. The Wire Rim is more com- 
monly seen as opposed to the Flat Rim, which is the result of a different coin- 
ing collar design used during earlier strikings.

Both of these rarities are apt to have problems 
in the occasions when they appear for sale. We estimate that about 45 to 60 examples of the 1920-S are known in worn grades and somewhat fewer in Mint State. 
Most of these have problems with eye appeal, showing cleaning, dull surfaces, or more. This situation is well known to advanced specialists, less so to casual read- 
ers of population reports. The emphasis is given here to showcase the quality of the piece offered. 


Both the obverse and reverse are very lustrous, with warm, subtle reddish-gold color with some pink accents. The striking is above average, including good defi- 
nition the Capitol building at lower left, often weakly struck on various Saint-Gaudens issues.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE NEAR PERFECT (1799) GOLD WASHINGTON FUNERAL MEDAL 





(1799) Gold Washington Funeral Medal. Baker-169. Gold, Oval, Uniface. 16.0 grains. 24.2 mm x 28.2 mm. George Washington finished his second term as 
the first President of the United States in 1797. Weary of the political infighting surrounding the presidency, he longed for the peace of retirement to his beloved 
Mount Vernon. Unfortunately, his solitude lasted less than three years as he died on December 14, 1799 at age 67. 


George Washington was a favorite subject of medalists immediately after his death, and a wide series of medals were subsequently produced to commemorate that 
event. On January 13, 1800, goldsmith and jeweler Eben Moulton of Cornhill Street in Boston listed the following classified advertisement in the Columbian 
Centinel and Massachusetts Federalist: “FOR THE LADIES. Washington Medals, designed to put up in Lockets & c. executed by Mr. Perkins, for sale at No. 
11 Cornhill by Eben Moulton.” This “ladies medal,” of more delicate size and distinctive production, was the type seen here. Of the specimens that survive - 
which perhaps number a dozen or so, many of which are in institutional collections - several are (or were) contained in fancy jewelry of the period. It appears 
that this one-sided medal was sold on its own, such that the purchaser could have a custom piece of jewelry produced to house it, though undoubtedly Moulton 
could have made any sort of housing to order. There also exist at least a couple displayed in a grand Masonic housing (see The Numismatist, February 1954) and 
one example was simply holed for suspension. 


More elusive than the gold Washington Funeral Urn medals, this type is still lacking from many major cabinets. The present specimen is among the finest extant, 
with superb color and sharpness, never damaged or holed. Its distinctive nature - perhaps the only early American medal manufactured for and marketed to 
women - gives it an especially historic appeal and should make any advanced Washingtonia collector take note. 


A magnificent medal from the turn of the 19th century, first offered in January 1800 immediately after Washington's death. Rich, bright yellow-gold with frost- 
ed devices standing in bold contrast to moderately reflective fields. The fine detail is fully realized on this extremely thin gold planchet, struck as a uniface piece 
with an embossed reverse. Even the often-damaged edges are nearly perfect with only the slightest chatter at the lower right side of the reverse rim. The visual 
appeal of this piece is jewel-like, glittering and eye-catching; a truly beautiful piece of goldcraft.
